What to Do About the 


Cause and Relief of Pleurisy 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D. 


United States Senator from New York 


Former Commissioner of Health, New York City 


'T-'HERE is nothing much more uncomfortable than 


I 
the cutting, stabbing pain of pleurisy. The symp- 


tom commonly called "stitch in the side"—un- 


less it is due to muscular or neuralgic trouble—is in- 
variably caused by pleurisy. 


The lungs arc enclosed in a capsule or jacket inti- 


mately covering their substance. 
This "encapsulated 


mass" is suspended in the -chest cavity, which space is 
lined with the same kind of membrane. 
You see, thi?' 


brings the two membranes together, cheek to cheek. In 
health there is furnished just enough fluid to lubricate 
these surfaces, so that the lung movements are unim- 
paired and are made without friction or discomfort. 


Covering membranes such as I have just described, when found in 


closed cavities, uncommunicating with the air, are called "serous mem- 
branes.'" Other examples are the linings 4—— 
— — ; — • —

All serous membranes are subject to 


Infections and inflammation. 
Pleurisy 


Is a type of such a disease. It is an 
inflammation of the linine of the chest 
cavity or of the covering of the lungs— 
the pleura! membrane*, or, more simply, 
tho pleura. 
There are two forms at pleurisy. 
One 


Is called "dry" or "ndheslve" pleurisy. 
The other form Is characterised by the 
accumulation of fluid in the pleural 
cavity. 
In the former type the normal quali- 


ties of the pleural secretion are lost and 
the fluid becomes sticky like mucilase. 
This causes the adjoining membranes to 
become united and, In consequence, the 
free movements of the lunss are to some 
degree Interfered with. 
This form is referred to as "plastic" 


or "ftbrinous" pleurisy. The adhesions 
which take place may not last, but in 
some cases, even after recovery from 
the acute symptoms, the bands of adhe- 
sion persist to the end of life. 
In Jpe second form of pleurisy there 


Is a profuse flow of lemon-colored fluid 
which gradually fills the pleural cavity. 
As a result the lung on the affected 
side Is compressed and ita movements 
are made with difficulty. 
There is always a chance that the 


n flamed pleura may be attacked by one 
of the pus-producingr germs. 
In this 


ivent the fluid in the chest will be mixed 
rith pus and may even be pure pus. 
Like other acute diseases, pleurisy 


may come on with a chill. Fever and 
acute pain In the side follow. In other 
cases, the stitching pain Is the first and 
only symptom, 
Breathing, especially deep breathing 


following exertion. Is painful. Coughing 
causes great discomfort. If there is a 
lot of fluid in the chest it may be ex- 
tremely difficult to breathe and there is 
a temptation to struggle for air. 
In tho acute cases the fever disap- 
pears in a week or 10 days and the pain 
and cough gradually Improve. 
Hot compresses or cold applications 


may control the pain. 
Strapping the 
chest or the affected side with strips 
of adhesive plaster will give lots of 
comfort.
